DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), filed on 5/28/2009 (supplemental submission filed 6/29/2009 and reply to notice 
of non-compliance filed 7/20/2009) in this application after final rejection. Since this application 
is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's supplemental submission filed on 6/29/2009 has been 
entered. 

ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1, 4-12, 14, 16-20 and 27-31 are pending. Claims 1, 4-12, 14, 16-20 and 27-31 
are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's argument filed on 7/20/2009 with respect to the Notice of Non-Compliance 
regarding claim 5 (filed 5/28/2009) is moot in view of new submitted amendment dated 
6/29/2009. It is to be noted that the Notice of Non-Compliance was issued against the 
amendment filed 5/28/2009, and the notice was submitted and processed before the new 
amendment came in. Since the new amendment has already fixed the problem of claim 5, the 
non-compliance with respect to claim 5 is therefore withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claim 14 as amended distinguishes itself over the prior art by delineating determining 
location of degradation of quality of service in a multicast tree in an application layer multicast 
network by first receiving a complaint from a child that complains a degradation of quality of 
service at the child node; then differentiate the cause of the degradation of quality of service 
whether due to child-parent link or upstream link by determining whether the parent node also 
perceive the degradation of quality of service, then reconstruct the multicast tree by selecting a 
new parent if the degradation is resulted in the child-parent link, or for the parent to send a 
complaint to the parent node's parent node to further determine the location of the degradation of 
the quality of service, where selecting a new parent including sending a request to a global 
information table for candidate parent nodes for the child node, and the request includes location 
information for the child node. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
